MODERN ART 

“The Changing Canvas”’ will show the 
progression of American modern art style 
from’ 1945 to the present with an 
emphasis on design. 

‘The art will not be representation- 
al,’’ says Carol McTaggart, local Artrain 
promotion director. ‘‘A tree may not 
necessarily look like a tree. Each artist 
featured on the trdin can do. represen- 
tational art, but they have chosen a new 
technique to bear witness to their feelings 
and talents.’’ 

“These paintings convey emotions. 
They seem to play with you and your 
feelings if you fet them.’’ McTaggart 
suggests that people take their time while 
viewing the exhibition to fully appreciate 
each work of art. 

Betty Adgate, local educational direc- 
tor for Artrain, adds that the Artrain visit 
will be ‘‘the most exciting visual exper- 
ience to come to Boyne City in a long 
time.””

Debate may decide airport future

BOYNE CITY - The future of the Boyne 
City Airport may be decided after a 
formal debate between airport supporters 
and opponents late this summer. 

City Manager Tim Clifton is proposing 
that the city commission hear the debate 
before making its decision on whether to 
keep the airport open or to close it and 
open an industrial park.

Taxes painful but school 
millage hikes needed. 


It's that painful time of year again, 
when we are asked to go to the polls 
and vote to increase our own taxes. 

We realize this gets harder and 
harder to do every year, but we do, 
nevertheless, encourage voters in 
Boyne City and East Jordan to 
approve the moderate millage in- 
creases being asked of them by the 
local school boards next Monday, June 
9. 

Boyne City is asking for a 2.6 mill 
increase, while East Jordan is asking 
for a 2,0 mifl tncrease. That amounts 
to a tax increase of $2.00 or $2.60 for 
every ${.000 of state equalized valua- 
tion, 

For an average home of $30,000 
market value ($15,000 SEV), that 
would mean an increase of $30 a year 
in East Jordan or $39 a year in Boyne 
City. 

We realize that this increase will be 
added to an increase of a similar 
amount which will take effect because 
of the annual increases in property 
values--something that goes up every 
year no matter how you vote in a 
millage election,

We have editorialized in the past 
(last week, in fact) about the wun- 
fairness of heavy property taxes and 
the confusing system of decreasing 
state aid to education when property 
values increase, But our local schools 
have no control over the state tax 
situation,

All we can ask is that our local 
boards of education keep these in- 
evitable tax increases to a minimum, 
and we feel they have done that. We 
also feel that the boards have been 
quite open in their discussions of 
prospective cuts. 

Board members, administrators, 
teachers and even some interested 
citizens attended quite a few meetings 
in March and April to discuss the 
sometimes agonizing choices that 
had to be made to balance the schoo! 
budgets. 

The choices were not easy. A few 
teaching positions were able to be cut 
because of declining enrollment, buta

Airport busy—with no coaxing 


Editor, 

t have just read the first article on the 
planners’ recommendations for the city of 
Boyne, and I am more than a littie 
astonished. 

“The Airport—luxury ill afforded." 
the article stated. Before I comment on 
this ill afforded luxury, I should explain 
that Iam a pilot who has a home barely 
out of the city limits. But during the past 
eight years, we have contributed much to 
the economy of Boyne, and would not 
even be here, were it not for the airport. 

First, let me take issue with some of 
the facts stated in the article. $12,000 was 
mentioned as the cost of operation of the 
airport, and we would like to know how 
that figure was determined. As near as 
we can figure (for removal of snow and an 
occasional grass cutting), that budget 
was more accurately about $6,000. 

Other rea! costs, such as the replace- 
ment of runway lights and the installa- 
tion of a pay phone in the office, have 
been shared by the active pilots based on 
the field or flying out of the field. 


The article goes on to say that the 
airport is forecast to be less busy in the 
future. Why, of course it will. .. if there 
is less and Jess interest taken in it. No one 
likes to trade ata store that looks like it is 
not open for business. 


The airport is not attended on a regular 
basis and when a pilot calls in for weather 
or fuel assistance—no answer often 
means that he will proceed to the next 
airport that does want him to land. 


And this is the time of the year when 
air traffic reaches a peak. The article 
mentions that the benefits are to only a 
few people. Last weekend, I counted 14 
planes tied down for the weekend. 


Frankly. I'm amazed that so many 
planes come in without any coaxing. . . to 
spend money for gas, oi], provisions, 
sume shopping in town, and perhaps to 
rent.or buy property. 


Although some may question it, the 
airplane is here. to stay, and the 
community that works with it rather than 


fights it will grow, (This assumes that we 
want Boyne City to grow.) The bottom 
line is growth. If the city is sincerely 
interested in growth, then pulling back is 
certainly not a positive step. 

There is a big investment in the airport 
and the runway. Tearing up the runway is 
not only dumping $100,000 down the 
drain, but it is also eliminating a possible 
critical need should the occasion arise, 
either for business or for health. 

Many years ago, a friend of mine 
started Boyne Products (acquired later by 
Essex Wire), and the growth of that 
original company was due largely to the 
available airstrip, which was then only 
sod. Other industry that 
attracted to Boyne City may find a need 
for air transportation for critical parts or 
important personnel. 

Airports do attract industry. Take a 
look at Gaylord, or Charlevoix, or even’ 
Harbor Springs. Let's take advantage of 
what we have, and not lose it.

Men, women, kids, 
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churches get in on fun -

It strikes like wildfire as soon as the 
weather gets nice, and everyone from 
young to old participates. It hits mothers, 
fathers, high schoolers, young kids and 
even ministers. 

Of course, it’s the phenomenal sport of 
softball. Stow-pitch caught on in the area 
about six years ago. It started with 
leagues of maybe three or four teams and 
has grown to leagues for men, women, 
church groups, and children. 

What’s the catch? Why the interest? 
Nowadays when you go into a store, walk 
down the street or stop in at a neighbor- 
hood bar, you always seem to see 
someone in a baseball uniform talking 
about their game last night. 

According to Gary Boden, president of 
the Boyne City Men’s Slow Pitch Church 
League, the sport is popular because just 
about anyone can play. 

‘‘With me, I playa fair game of ball, 
but I wasn’t good in a fast-pitch league. 
Slow-pitch ts not a pitcher’s game like 
fast-pitch is. It’s a hitters’ and fielders’ 
game. In slow-pitch, you don’t strike 
many people out, so it gives the fielders a 
lot of activity,’’ Boden said. 

Even though the idea behind the 
church league is fellowship, Boden said 
the games get quite competitive. Most of 
the ministers from area churches play 
ball, and the ones that don’t umpire the 
games. 

There are nine teams in the Boyne 
church league and games begin June 10. 
Eight churches from Boyne and one 
church in Walloon Lake participate. 
Games are played at 6:15 and 7:30 p.m. 
every Tuesday at Rotary Park and the 
Boyne City Free Methodist Church ball 
field. 

The Boyne women’s church league has 
five teams and the members play ‘‘to give 
them something to do during the summer 
months,'’ said league president Pat 
Upton, ‘‘There’s no way you can get 
around baseball up here.

Christenson said there are a lot of good 
ball teams this year so the competition for 
the league trophy should be quite/high.
